The cost of maintenance of the Madison Railways Company 


for the year ending June 30th, 1918, as found by the Commis- 
sion, was $36,426.96, or 15% higher than the average of other 
Wisconsin street' railways with which the Commission made 
comparison. 


The cost of maintenance for the year ending June 30th, 


1919, as found by the Commission is $51,420.96, an increase of 
$15,000 over the cost for the year ending June^Oth, 1918V 


In connection with this it is pertinent to inform the Council 


that the Madison Kailways~Company during .the past season has 
failed to do certain work of maintenance which its' charter re- 
quires it to do such as street sprinkling because, as the Company 
states, it was unable to get the necessary help; also that the 
Madison Eailways Company is to use only two-thirds of the 
amount of coal that it use'd last year and that because of this 
fact no heat is being supplied in the cars, and we are informed 
when stoves will be put in, the cars will be heated to a lower de- 
gree of temperature than formerly. The State law requires 
that cars be heated to a temperature of not less than 60 degrees 
between October loth and April'15th. 


It is not likely that any relief can be had from the effect 


of the decision by recourse to the courts; the right of the court 
to review decisions of the Commission is very limited. 


It'is unfortunate for the City of Madison that present con- 


ditions seemingly require the the imposition of a 6c fare. What 
Madison needs most of all is cheap transportation from the, cen- 
ter of the" City outwards in order that suburban property will 
be" developed and so that we may get away from' undesirable 
congestion near the center of the Chy and thereby put a stop-to 
the increase of four-decker apartment buildings which all hous- 
ing authorities decry. 
It is and has been the policy of the 


Madison Kailways Company to make extensions only when as- 
sured that the population of the territory to be served by the 
extension is sufficient to make the extension a paying proposition 
from the start; in other words, it does not help in any way in the 
development of the City. 


The Madison Kailways Company has also paid very little 


attention to the orders of the Commission with respect to serv- 
ice. 
It has on more than one occasion deliberately changed from 


a 10-minute to a 15-minute schedule on certain portions of its 
line and it persistently fails to comply with the order of the 
Commission to run its West Main-Winnebago cars midway be- 
tween the Fair Oaks-Wingra Park cars but usually runs them so 
they trail.one after the other. 


I feel that it is usless to expect any solution-of the street 


railway problem in the City of Madison under existing_condi- 
tions. -The successful operation of the water works plant by the 
City during its ristory leads me to suggest that we should care- 
fully consider the question as to whether it is not advisable for 
the City of Madison in looking towards the future^to own and 
operate the street railway system in this City. I feel that this 
subject is worthy of careful consideration. 


I desire also to call the attention of your 'honorable body to 


the increase of the smoke nuisance in the City. Soft coal can be 
burned without creating a smoke nuisance, especially by the big 
plants which can equip themselves with proper appliances. The 
condition of the City in respect to the smoke nuisance is getting 
worse day-by-day and I believe it would be wise to. instruct the 
police department to'take notice of the chief offenders and in- 
form them that the nuisance will have to be abated and that if 
this is not done? court proceedings will have to be instituted to 
help in remedying the matter.

Road 
improvements were delayed. Public improvements of all kinds 
had to give way to war necessities. 
Even supplies of clothing 


have run low and people have been using up their supplies on 
hand. The family larder has been depleted and we have been 
living from hand to mouth. 


In foreign countries destruction has been the business of 


war. 
A great program of reconstruction must take place. 


America must furnish the material to a large extent for the 
European upbuilding of devastated regions made barren by war. 


On every hand there should be demand for our output. Busi- 


ness should revive and prosperity for us should be at hand. 


But to have prosperity, to revive business and carry on a 


program of reconstruction capital in shape of easy money must 
be within reach. Banks must be ready to loan for business en- 
terprise. And here is the weakness in the situation. 
After 


every war bankers and capitalists have sought to deflate the cur- 
rency, to make the dollar worth more, and hence harder to get. 
During war there is an inflation of money and the dollar be- 
comes worth less. Money is really a commodity instead of a real 
uniform standard of value. The standard changes with the vol- 
ume of currency in the market and volume of currency is con- 
trolled by the banks and trust companies which in turn are con- 
trolled by a few great capitalists. 


The great capitalists unfortunately are apt to use, indeed 


rr, times past have uniformly used emergencies to squeeze small 
business and small investors. By them panics are bred to in- 
crease their wealth. During industrial depressions stocks, bonds 
and mortgages are forced on the market and bought up by the 
.capitalists at their own prices. 


It has been found that after a war the bonds of the govern- 


ment soon find their way into the vaults of the capitalists. In- 
deed, shortly after the civil war 98% of the government bonds 
were held by investment bankers.' This was brought about by 
the hard times following the war. 
/

So now. Times will be good or bad, just as a few men of 


great wealth shall will. If capital is kept liquid and business en- 
couraged prosperity is assured. On the other 'hand if the squeeze 
comes to enhance the value of the dollar we are due for hard 
times, and just as hard times as is desirable to the men who con- 
trol the finance of the country.

Tf these financiers dare it is safe to guess what will happen. 


Do they dare? And if they do will the people tamely submit to 
capitalistic war following their sacrifices in the, war happily at 
an end. '

Gentlemen of wealth, the people are thinking and it/won't 


do to tell them they are Bolsheviksl That won't fill the empty 
dinner pail or clothing on the back of the unemployed. 
The 


American people are going to demand some good old fashioned 
democracy—just plain people rule for the general welfare. And 
the men or newspapers that hurl epithets and slurs at these plain 
people are due forsa rude awakening.

SOME FIGURES ON THE WAR 


T 


HE toll of human life and money sacrifice in the war is beyond 
all comprehension of the finite mind. It is useless to try to 


appreciate the figures without analysis and concrete compari- 
sons. 


The total cost of the war is estimated at 249 billions of dol- 


lars. How much is a billion dollars? Since the birth of Christ" 
there has elapsed approximately one Billion minutes of time. 
249 men beginning at the birth of Christ counting continually 
day and night including Sundays at the rate of.a dollar a minute 
for each man, would have been necessary to have counted over 
the money value of the war expenditures.. 


Counting 20 silver dollars to the pound it w.ould amount to 


1,245.000 pounds, and it would take 155,625 freight cars loaded 
at 80,000 pounds each to transport this sum. These cars would 
make 3,112 train loads of 50 cars each. Figuring each car at 
40 feet and the engines and tender at 50 feet it would make a 
solid line of cars and engines of more than 147 miles. 
That 


would equal tKe distance from Superior to St. Paul. ' From Mad- 
ison to Oshkosh. 


The cost of the war equals the t'otal estimated wealth of the 


whole United States including all the land, buildings, both public 
and private, all the railways and public utilities, all the banks 
with their capital and deposits and all other personal property 
of every kind. 


Because of the war the appropriations of congress for the 


last year were greater than the, total of all preceding years of 
our national life—a period of 135 years. 


The proportionment of Wisconsin for war expenses will be 


greater than the cost of state government since 1848 when the 
state was admitted into the union. 


And this accounts for the mere dollar cost of the war. 


Indians of Southern Wisconsin 


Were Engaged in Agriculture 


Jeff Davis Found Red Men Around Madison Growing Corn 


in 1829—Sauk Prairie Was Famous for its Fields of 
Maize—Aid Was Given to Explorers and Food Furnished 
for Long Journeys .

ITH Wisconsin as one of the 
.principal states of the Miss- 
issippi 
valley 
producing 


food for the allies, and preparing to 
feed Germany by order of President 
Wilson, it is interesting to read in 
the -old historical accounts how the 
Indians had a hard time making a 
living from the soils of this state. 
There are two reasons why 
this 


should be true. First, the Indians 
knew ho\v to hunt and fish, but little 
about the cultivation of the crops. 
Second, th'e inventions for turning, 
harrowing and tilling the lands have 
in recent years lead to the doubling 
| of the production of crops, in this 
j.imd other states. On their scanty 
: provisions they, the Indians, fed the 
first explorers, however, and aided 
the first settlers. The two crops 
cultivated rr.ost extensively 'by Wis- 
consin Indians,—corn and tobacco- 
are two of the principal crops in the 
state today. 


While the old accounti left' by 


the missionaries and early settlers 
teem with interesting records of In- 
dian dances and habits, it is difficult 
to discover a line that explains the 
Indian methods of planting 
or the 


tools used by the Red man for that 
purpose. 


At Sauk Prairie 


For a long time the Sauks 


and Foxes had their principal 
villages near the Wisconsin Riv- 
er, at the east end of Sauk Prai- 


. rie, just opposite the northwest 


corner of Dane county. These 
Indians were somewhat above 
the average of the tribes of this 
region in civilization; they lived 
in more compact 
and larger 


settlements, hence naturally de- 
pended more on their cornfields 
than did their more 
nomadic 


neighbors to the west. Their 
corn vras planted along the edge 
of the woods which fringe the 
.Wisconsin, and this belt is choice . 
corn land today.

Partridges will breed as prolifical- 


ly and' with as much certainty as 
dutnestic chickens if they are.prop- 
erly protected, says the Conservation 
Commission. This is the reason the 
commission will ask the Legislature 
to extend the present closed season 
from the fall of 1919 to the fall of 
1921. By that time the commission 
holds partridges will be so pentiful 
that they will furnish 
excellent 


shooting for ten years or' longer 
thereafter. 


For the past two seasons part- 


ridge shooting at any time of the 
year has been forbidden. As a re- 
sult there is a notable increase in 
partridge all over the state. Two 
years more, it is believed by sports- 
men as well as by the commission 
are all that is necessary to bring 
bacy partridge shooting to its old 
time standard.
